London, Feb. 30.—The Britiih and French fleets, it was officially 
announced here to day, bombarded the fort* of the Dardanelles cu 
Friday with considerable effect The bombardment was renewed thii 
morning with seaplanes and aeroplanes co-operating. 

The text of the official announcement issued this afternoon by 
the British admiralty says: > r 

“Yesterday morning at 8 o'clock a British fleet of battleships 
and battle cruisers, accompanied by flotillaa, and aided by a strong 
French squadron, the whole under the command of Vice Admiral 
Carden, began an attack upon the forts at the entrance to the Dar¬ 
danelles. 

“The forts at Cape Relies and Kumale were bombarded with a 
deliberate long range fire. Considerable effect was produced on two 
of the forts. The others were frequently hit but being open earth¬ 
works, it was difficult to estimate the damage. The forta, being out¬ 
ranged, were unable to reply to our fire.

Germany must l»c prepared to atrgin her 
iMourcM to the Uttermost limit, 
therefore the German people must be 
Igught to look upon ihe demolition of 
Britain aa a cans* worth dying for. 
Never before in the whole course of 
history has a nation been so assidu¬ 
ously. so persevering!y. so thoroughly 
nnd so successfully educated in hatred. 

The average British subject has 
been greatly bewildered and discon¬ 
cert* d by the discovery of the feeling 
entertained for him by his Teutonic 
kinsmen.

There Is 
much In Germany’s method of Con¬ 
ducting Warfare that la calculated to 
embitter her opponents A nation 
which casta the laws of civilised war 
to the four winds, a nation which 
systematically kills and matma help¬ 
less and defenceless women and child¬ 
ren. a nation which uses as one of Ita 
Instruments a carefully prepared and 
literally world-wide system of treach¬ 
ery and espionage must expect to be 
hated. Nevertheless, to allow our¬ 
selves to become embittered would be 
a great national crime. The war la 
not going to last forever, and when It 
la over we will have to go on living 
tide by aide as before. We must not 
eow the seed a of bitterness now. for It 
will be our own children that will have 
to reap the crqp. The duty of the 
British empire is to fight Germany, not 
to hate her We need no furious 
"Hymn o» Hate” to steel our courage. 
W* are fighting for the liberties of 
mankind, and we shall not aotl our
